Guild by 
obtaining permission for an accredit- 
ed representative of the Committec 
to attend purchases and sales of 
veyzetables by the “Chin Sau” or

of such an observer, since the mem-~ 
bers of the Guild were quite rightly 
anxious that no suspicion of exploita.

The Marquis, a distinguished 
gentleman who speaks ‘perfect 
English and various other lun- 
guages, came . to - the United 
States from Mexico with creden- 
tidls from the Marquess of 
Castellon, the recognised mon- 
arehial leader for the Americas, 
who has his . headquarters in 
Mexico City. . 


It is understood that the Monar-| 
ichists are well - organised: in Cuba 
and other Latin American countrics. 


The Royalists strangely cnough, 
have won the support of some of the 
Soclatists und Republicans who a 
decade ago conspired to overthrow 
the Bourbon-Hapsburg throne in 
Madrid.
